= HE Dupes of the Crafi/man, 
ib of Whiggith Extract, who,

‘Friend to the Revolution 
} Settlement, and our limitted 
Se eaten aftonifhed at his prefent Con- 
YAN rad duct, at his open Attack upon 
SS all the Prerogatives which the 
Revolution left the Crows of Great Britain in Pofleffion 
of. They have nothing to alledge in Excufe for him, 
but that Difappointment has made him mad. 

But thofe who, through all his Profeflions, have 
conftantly feen the difguiied Republican, confider his 

fent Behaviour as not atall unnatural ; nay, they 
cannot help looking upon him im a more favourable 
Light than ever, as now honeftly owning what 4e and 
his Faion would be at, openly confefling and avowing, 
that it is not an Alteration of the Minijiry only for 
which they have been labouring thefe ten Years; but a 
Change of the Conftitution, a Demolition of the Regal 
Power. : 

[ know the Craft/man has always been exceedingly 
offended when any Charges of this kind have been 
brought againft him ; he has often in Words difclaim’d 
Republicanifm,and pretended to approve of our limitted 
Monarchy ; but atlength he has thought fit to take off 
the Mask with his own Hands ; he has openly declar’d 
himfelf againt, the Revolution Power of the Crown, 
againft the Prerogatives which it poflefles by our pre- 
fent excellent Conflitusion. 

How the Craft/man came to think Mr. Locke's Op- 
pofition to a tyrannical, unconditional, unbounded Pre- 
rogative, a proper Foundation for his Attempts to de- 
ftroy a beneficial, known, afcertained P tive, f 
cannot divine. Mr. Locke himfelf tells us, that his End 
in writing was the Defence of the Revolution Setdement, 
that he drew his Pen to eftablifh the Throne of our 
great Deliverer, the I rtal Kirg William, in the 
Confent of the People, and to juftify to the World the 
People of England, whofe Love of their juft and natural 
Rights, with their Refolution to preferve them, faved 
the Nation, when it was on the very Brink of Slavery 
and Ruin. “ae 

Wirn this View Mr. Locke publifhed his Difcourfes 
on Government, and on Prerogative, to fupport the 
Revolution Settlement; and they were at that [ime as 
neceflary as they were excellent. ‘They were defigned 
againft a Party of Men, who were the avowed Advo- 
cates of Slavery ; who aealoufly contended for the di- 
vine Original of ‘Tyranny ; who exalted the Power of 
Kings above all the Rights of the People ; whofe Prin- 
ciple it was that the’ People were made for the King, 
and not the King for the People; that all Mankind 
were born Slaves, and had no ‘litle to Liberty.

Prerogative, gives usa Detail of the King’s legal Rights, 
and then he cries out, I leave all the World to judge, 
whether a// thefe Powers, P rivileges, and Prebeminencies 
come within Mr. Locke's No.ion of Prerogative. Well, 
what then? Why then, don’t let them be called Pre- 
regative ; let them be called dgal Rights. No, the 
Craft/man will not allow this neither ; for in the very 
next Paragraph he exclaims againit Mr. Osdorne for 
calling them gal Rights. He fays himfelt that they 
don’t come under the Notion of Prerogative ; and yet he 
has the Impudence to call in queftion other Men's: Ve- 
racity for not ftyling them Prerogative. What a fhame- 
ful Scribler this is ! 

Tart thefe Powers belonging to the Crown are not 
Prerogative, the Craft/man appeals tothe whole World ; 
that they are egal Rights, Rights by common Law, he 
denies ; for, jays. this’ wife Man of Goatham, if they 
were Rights by common Law, then they would be Pre- 
rogative ; but that they could not be Prerogative, he 
had proved before by Mr. Locke's Definition ; and that 
they are Statute Law, he denies alfo ; fo that, in the 
Kiye of the Craft/man, they are neither /egal Rights nor 
Prerogative ; but ‘Tyranny, Oppreilion, Uturpation, or, 
if they are to be called Prerogative, mifcbiewous Prero- 
gative, 

I am very glad the Craft/man has opened his Budget 
fo wide, and let us fo frankly into all the Grievances 
that his Party intend to redrefs, all the mifchievous 
Parts of Prerogative which they defign to remove, with 
the Arguments by which they are to fupport. their 
Scheme. We fhall hence be better able to judge of their 
Patriotifm, when we have a View of their whole Plan, 
than we were before, when they let us fee but a Part of 
it; tho’ it muft be owned, from the Sample they firit 
gave us, a tolerable Guefs might be made at the Piece. 

Wuen they propofed to divelt their Prince of his 
Sovereignty over his Army, and by that means to take 
the Power of War our ot his Hands, @ was natural 
enough to fuppofe, that their next Step would be to 
dijarm him of the Power of Peace ; but that they fhould 
fo quickly lay open the Defign of taking from him all 
Power, was hardly to be expected. 

Let us confider what a King the Fa@ion would leave 
us at lait ; let us confider the Crouw, as difpoffefled of 
all thole Powers to which the Crafi/man objets, and 
which he delcribes as mujchiewous Prerogative : Suppole 
then, according to the Cra/t/man's Scheme, the Power 
of making Peace, the Power of disbanding Regimental 
Officers, and the Power of calling,-continuing, pro- 
roguing, and Wiflolving Pardiaments all taken from tie 
Crown; fuppofe further, the Crown to be {tripped of 
its Supremacy ever the Church, of its Power of fum- 
moning National or Provincial Synods, of its Supreme 
Right of Patronage over all Eccletiaftical Benefices, of 
its Right to beliow Honours and confer Dignities, of 
its Power of Pardoning and of putting the Laws in 
Execution, of its Power to recover its Revenues ; {up- 
pole at the fame ‘Time thoie Laws to be abolifhed, which

“Wed ker whe re inlifted under the Craftj- fecure him from doing Wrong ; fuppole, I fay, all the 


man’s Banner, was then avery numerous Party, and 
all Enemies to the Rewolution, which was founded on 
Principles directly oppofite, on the Principles of Liberty, 
to fupport which Principles, and to fhew the Abfurdity 
and Wickednefs of thefe flavith Opitions, was the De- 
fun of Mr. Locke’s excellent Difcourfes ; and how the 
Crafifman could imagine he fhould be able to make 
them militate againtt that Revolution which they were 
Calculated to defend, is what, I fay, Lcan no more com- 
prehend, than I can fee that he has fucceeded in his 
Delign. 

'. Trose againft whom Mr. Locke wrote, afferted the 


: Prerogative of Kings to be as extenfive, and as un- 


bounded, as their Wills 5 that wy had a Power and a 
Right to do whatever they pleafed. 
is Oppofition to this asc 22) abfurd Dottrine, 
Mr. Locke proves, that Prersgative is only to be exer- 
ciled for the Good of the People, and that if a King acis 
evithout Law, or againfi Law, fuch Attions can never 
be juitified but where they were neceflary to the Publick 
Safety. Very well; this is moft certainly right; Mr. 
Locke’s Sentiments we approve of. But what is the 
Craft/man's Reafoning upon this Head? Sarely the mott 
monttrous, moft ridiculous, moft ftupid that ever was. 


Eye-Sores of Modern Patriots removed, and the Crown 
thus robbed of all itsSupports, aud I ask where would 


be Kingthip? Where would be Monarchy? In what 


would the Kingly Power confift? Would it be any thing 
but a Name? Or would it be that long, when the Power 
was gone? Is there not Reafon to think, that thofe who 
difcover fuch an Averfion to all the Power of a King, 
-would foon take a Difguftto the Name, and that they 
would both lie buried in one common Grave ? 

Tue Craft/man’s Oppotition to Kingly Power, bis 
Attempt to deitroy our Conititution, is the moft wicked 
that ever any Age produced or heard of, fince it is 
founded on no Oppreffions, oa no Abuies of Royal 
Power ; and if the Craft/man had taken Mr. Locke for 
his Guide, he would have learned from him, * ‘That it 
‘ was not reafonable for the People to go about to fet 
‘ any Bounds to the Prerogative of thofe Kings or 
* Rulers, who themielves wanfgreiled not the Bounds 
* of publick Good.’ 

Tus Advice the Crafi/ran met with at the End of 
that Paragraph which he quoted from Mr. Locks ; but 
it was more for his Purpofe to fupprefs it than to follow 
it. It this be a reafonable Practice in the general, in 
the Cafe of the Brite Conffitution ot Government, 


ine Craftfman firft, under the Head of michiewous which, by the Revolution Settlement, was browghs to an

equal Poife, and by which the Power of the Croton was 
confined within proper Bounds, reitrained fas far as it 
ought to be rettrained ; whoever attemps Innovations 
and Changes, cannot but be confidered as an Enemy to 
the Revolution Settlement, and the Conttitution. 

Iw this Light the Craft/man muft appear, fince be 
has declared himfelf againft the Revolution Settlement, 
and has pulled off the Mask.

Did the 
Craft/man ever affert what he abufes others for afferting, 
that cur Freedom from the King's Prerogative was /ecured 
by the Revolution? To all thefe Quettions I an{wer, 
Yes, and will prove it in another Paper.
